Waving the card 
aloft, the defense attorney used it time 
and again to punctuate his interroga- 
tions. 

When he finished the card was dis- 
plaved to Azhe jury. All examined it 
casually excepting Mr. Enos, number 3 
on’the box. He scrutinized it carefully. 
Then, when Mr. Pelletier took it back, 
he called for it again. Then he called 
the prosecutor to the box and pointed to 
the card. It bore the date of Jan. 19, 
1911 and not 1912 as has been contended 

the lawyers. 

Both sides were surprised. Mr. Coak- 
ley for the defense was the firat to see 
the opportunity, and he challenged the 
authenticity of the card. He claimed 
that it upset the state’s entire case. 
The prosecutor, after a brief consulta- 
tion with its assistants, called Albert S. 
Marvin, an officer of the Boston Waxi- 
cab Company, to the stand. 

Mr. Marvin testified that the cards 
were numbered consecutively and that 
the one in question bore a similar num- 
ber to those dated in January, 1912. 
But he refused positively to swear that 
the card should have been dated 1912. 

The witness declared, that while the 
routine of the cards indicated they were 
issued in the regular way and on January 
19, 1912 he was not prepared to swear 
positively that this was so. Some of 
the cards bore no year at all, merely 
the date of the month. 

But Mr. Pelletier was not satisfied and 
sent for the duplicate books of the taxi 
company to show that this card was 
actually filled out in 1912. The witness, 
however, declined to make any positive 
answer even With the books before him, 
and the district attorney demanded:

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SECRETARY BrYAN, in part because of his 
own relation to the modification of the con- 
stitution registered in the latest amendment, 
hastens to say that its enactment and formal 
déclaration mark the most significant change 
in the American democratic scheme of gov- 
Amendment ernment ordered by the people in many gen- 
erations.. He seems to us not far from 
__j| right, especially if this particular detail or 
change be interpreted as only one of many 
signs of a reaction against party authority as formerly registered 
in state Legislatures as well as in state partizan conventions. The 
fight against chattel slavery of the negro and the war for preserva- 
tion of the Union finally were registered in organic law, in the 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth amendments. To make them 
an enormous amount of treasure, human and monetary, first had to 
be spent. 

In connection with thisatest addition to the organic law there 
is no such toll of lives to be reckoned with. But it does represent 
a very persistent struggle, covering many generations, to make the 
Senate a much more responsive agent of the will of the majority. 
To win the fight advocates ef the change had to overcome not only 
the inherent difficulties of constitutional amendment, but the feelings 
of awe cherished by many citizens for the original constitution as 
an infallible document. If the new method of direct election of 
senators by the people instead of by state Legislatures has at last 
been authorized by two thirds of the states, it has been due largely 
io the baneful effects upon state Legislatures df their duties as 
choosers of senators, and due also to the obstructive, reactionary 
record of the United States Senate during the past generation 
while the people have been fighting against plutocracy. Theoretical 
argument for the change has been set forth ably; but the practical, 
pernicious results of the old system, carried on by party bosses and 
manipulated by them, have finally caused the democratization ot 
the Senate.

The 
arguinents for the prohibition vary little if 
at all from those which of late vears have 
torced like action at similar institutions. 
They runthus: Divisive effects follow wax- 
ing sorority domination of student politics 
and activities. The desired and planned- 
tor democracy of the founders is undermined by an academic caste 
system. Disproportionate interest and loyalty are centered on the 
society. Ihe perspective of the sorority adherent becomes, as it 
were, askew. “‘Sideshows, rather than the circus itself’—to quote 
the metaphor of Mr. Wilson, used when he was president of Prince- 
ton—"get the most patronage.” 

Realizing that a current is setting against college sororities 
which may in time be diverted against college fraternities the latter 
are now holding tactical councils and are outlining prudential 
measures, which, 1f followed, may perchance modify future criticism. 
For instance, it 1s said that there are those who would array the 
college fraternity against the high school fraternity. They argue 
that to save the upper circle the lower one must be done away 
with. The method of extinction is to be by debarring all appli- 
cants for admission who have had high school fraternity affiliations. 

When the college fraternities actually decide on this proscrip- 
tive policy it will be time enough to comment upon its ethics and 
its chances of success. Meantime it is sufficient to say that educa- 
tors have not been at all premature in raising this issue Sf the 
rightful place of the social.organization within academi ¢ circles.
